In carrying on the work of sanitation 
in this city is crude oil. 
T he doctor 
has requested phllanthroplcally Inclin­ 
ed people at B eaum ont to donate a car 
of crude oil for th is purpose, and has 
asked th at the railroads haul It free 
of charge to th is point. 
T his step was 
m ade necessary by the lack of funds 
In the city treasu ry . 
Dr. Tabor, and In fact all the phy­ 
sicians are w orking night and day to 
stam p out the fever, and too m uch 
cannot be said In com m endation of 
their work.

The strict q u aran tin e previously en­ 
forced is being m aintained, and ail 
person en route north, w hether Im­ 
m unes or non-lm m unes, are com pell­ 
ed to undergo a ten days' detention 
before being perm itted to proceed on 
j th eir Journey. 
I he plan of dividing the city Into 
d istricts of from four to six blocks is 
proving very efficacious and Is reliev­ 
ing the physicians of m uch work, thus 
allow ing them to devote m ore of their 
tim e to the treatm e n t of patients.
